TRADES’ UNIONISM IN CHINA. 
(From the Sup. Court d: Consular Gazette. ) 

Tn: tracing, in: a recent number, some of. 
thé peculiarities of. society at home which 
much resemble what we find gn China, we 
noticed incidentally. the. feagire of trade 
unions,;.The ‘further light which lias bean 
thrown -upon the institutions, confirms the 
views which we expressed ao completely as 
to induce us. to recur to the subject, and 
note. the: almost. perfect identity of ‘the 
system -in-China, which we have hitherto: 
cousidered as old, and effete, with’ that 
which has. been going.on for a series of 
years at home, scircely-known'to avy. but 
those. brought into, immediate contact with 
it. Jt is somewhat. singular that persons 
beat’ acquainted with .commorcial matters in 
China have ‘had: until very lately,-but the 
vaguest: notions. of. the nature of Chinesu 
trade combibetions. Beyond a genoral iden, 
that somehow: or other the natives: com- 
bined, and that the restilt of such combina. 
tion,was invariably that they got the better 
of the European, our,information upon-the 
subject has until quite recently been of the 
vaguest description... Uiexpacted light was 
suddenly thrown upon the matter by a caso 
which came before: the Mixed Conrt, and 
the public were astonished to -discover the. 
degreo: to, which the principle of combina- 
tion had become systematised ; the power. 
ful influence which it exerted. upon the 
native trader, atid ‘the. danger to: foreign 
cominerce likely: to result from its, being 
made ‘an instrument: of .cosrcion against 
such individuals as might wish to. deal with 
,u8 upon their own terms: "Past experience 
had to a great éxtont familiarised the minds 
of ov morchants to the ditticulties of con- 
tending ‘against Chinese combinations, bat 
the full‘strength-of tlie system was not 
dreamed: of before tho-case at the Mixed 
Court revealed it.. At. Hank in: parti- 
cular, had ‘the power of the Chinese dealer: 
been felt, though even thera it was never 
aveurately uuderatood. Attempt. after at- 
tempt was made at counter-coribination on 
the -part: of the Enropea morvhants, with 
the view of preventing the necessity of sell- 
ing imports. upon terms obviously unsafe 
and:unreasonable ; but. somehow no -aine- 
lioration resulted. . from. ‘these’ steys—the 
uierchants, declaimed aguinst the unsound: 
ness of the credit systein in the Chamber, 


but on returning to their offices,-they sald" 


“their goods.as. before for fifteen .d
